These are Uiings the b ureau directors should have 
known They also should have known that, sending a 
copy of the resolution to the solicitor also was merely 
a gesture, as he has no control over placing the meters 
in operation 


Uncle Sa m's Britches 
The b itter opposition of union leaders helped pro­ 
duce the strong lab or law revision b ill which the House 
of Representatives passed. 
The Senate b ill on the sam e sub ject may b e milder, 
b ut the version which finally will come out of confer­ 
ence is certain to b e full of tedth and claws. F urther­ 
more, unless circumstances change suddenly, such a 
b ill Is almost certain to b e repassed over a presiden­ 
tial veto There Is even the possib ility now that a pres­ 
idential veto won’t b e forthcoming. 
N either Congress nor the executive departm ent Ls 
in any mood to b e conciliatory toward union 
leaders 
who openly defy the right of government to touch any 
of the claimed rights of unionism. This has 
ceased to 
b e an issue ab out legislation and has turned into a 
showdown over right« . 
If union leaders had set out delib erately to con­ 
vince the 89th Congress and the Trum an adm inistra­ 
tion that the welfare of the United States toas peril­ 
ously close to b eing at the whimsical mercy of a hand­ 
ful of men, they couldn’t have done a b etter job than 
they’ve done since the end of the war. 
We don’t know whether the House b ill as passed Is 
adequate or not; much depends on the wuy any law 
of that kind is administered. As a m atter of fact, if 
the National Lab or Relations law had b eep adm inis­ 
tered with less attention to promoting the interests of 
certain minorities and more attention to general wel­ 
fare, there wouldn't need to b e any lab or law revision 
at a ll 
We do know this: The Issue of the people's right 
to have remedial legislation in the field of lab or union­ 
ism was challenged b razenly b y the unions' spokes­ 
men and the House either had to vote out a strong 
b ill or adm it It was licked. 
The executive b ranch of the government has b een 
struggling to reassert its authority over John L. Lewis, 
who has illusions of b eing several sizes b igger than 
the United States The legislative b ranch Li now strug­ 
gling to reassert Its authority over all the other John 
Lewises with the same illusion 
The b asic rights of lab or unions are well-estab lish­ 
ed The argum ent now is not ab out b asic rights of 
unions b ut the b asic rights of the people, through their 
government, to control unions. The b ig Job In 1947 Ik 
to estab lish the fact the unions are not too b ig for 
Uncle Sam 's b ritches. Details will have to b e worked 
out later, just as they were worked out after It was 
estab lished in 1800 that the government had the right 
to control b usiness enterprise. The Shetm an A ntitrust 
act was only the b eginning. 


Sitters, Arise! 
In this age of specialization, Pennsylvania is con- 
fiderlng b onding and licensing b ab y-sitters. W hat Is 
the measure of a proficient b ab y-sitter? A knowledge 
of form ulas and an intuitive insight into w hether to 
change or not to change? Enough know-how to turn 
down the radio after 9 o’clock? 
W ith the licensing of b ab y-sitters, the next step 
will b e their organization 
and estab lishm ent of a 
standard wage and working conditions. If negotia­ 
tions are deadlocked, of course, the heudlines will read, 
•'Bab y-Sitters on Standup Strike." 


Hindsight 
The disaster at Texas City makes one 
po nder the 
hazards tha t exist wherever men set up 
a community. 
Such hazards are everywhere b ut often they aren't 
ob vious until after tragedy has occurred. Reasons for 
the Coconut Grove night club holocaust were apparent 
after the fire had taken 491 lives. Until the CoUinwood 
school fire in Cleveland revealed the danger, hundreds 
of school b uildings had doors opening Inward. 
Texas City residents prob ab ly never realized they 
were living on a powder keg. even though the vast 
chemical installations and the presence of explosive­ 
laden ships in the b ay m ade the district more danger­ 
ous than an am m unition depot. 
Plans for reb uilding Texas City should b e b ased on 
the fact that chemical plants are not for urb an dis­ 
tricts. The more remote they are the b etter.

I. broke ou t the Presid ent wou ld ban 
arms shipments to both sid es. 


S till B u rn in g T w o D ays L a te r 


Presid ent Roosev elt d id this in 
1935 when Mu ssolini’s Fascist Italy 
attacked and conq u ered Ethiop ia, 
slau ghtering those p rimitiv e p eop le. 
Bu t the act d id n't say any thing 
abou t banning arms ship m ents to 
both sid es in a civ il war. Civ il war 
broke ou t in Sp ain in 19 36 . 
Franco's Fascists attacked , and 
finally conq u ered , the legitim ate, 
a list gov ernment of Sp ain. 
Presid ent Roosev elt in 19 37 asked 
congress to fix the neu trality act 
so it wou ld cov er civ il wars, too. 
Congress d id . 
9 o Mr. Roosev elt banned arm s 
shipments to either sid e in 
the 
Spanish civ il war, ev en thou gh we 
recognized the Loy alist gov ernment 
as legitimate. 
Bu t Ru ssia, Nazi G erm any and 
Fascist Italy sent men and su p ­ 
plies into Spain. Ru ssia to the Loy ­ 
alists, the other two to Franco. 
So Spain and Ethiop ia were a 
testing grou nd for World war II. 
It showed how slow the d emocracies 
wou ld be in stop p ing aggression. 
Meanwhile, Hitler was d ragging 
Eu rope closer to general war. Nazi 
Germany had been arm ing fu ri­ 
ou sly . 
It was far better aim ed than 
Britain or France when World war 
II broke ou t Sept. 1, 19 39 . 
It was now p lain tha t the Fas­ 
cists were ou t for blood . T his also 
was plain: 
Ou r neu trality act so far had 
mad e Fascists' v ictims easier v ic­ 
tims. 
Althou gh it had d ep riv ed them 
and the Fascists of arms, It hu rt 
the Fascists less becau se the F as­ 
cists were alway s better armed . 
In this way ou r p olicy of im p ar­ 
tiality —giv ing arms to neither sid e 
a fight—had help ed Fascism.

At the General Electric laboratories, 
they desig ned and built a special 
thermocouple, a delicate electrical 
device 5/1000th of an Inch In diam­ 
eter, Armed with this Instrument, 
the entomolog ists set about taking 
the temperature of g rasshoppers, 
and discovered: 
A g rasshopper dies if its body 
temperature reaches 120 
deg rees; 
when the sun Ls hot and brig ht, 
he picks a nice shady spot to do 
hLs eating , and if he's 
cold, 
he 
hunts around for a nice spot of 
sunshine. 
To do hLs best eating , the g rass­ 
hopper has to feel “just fine.” 
The entomolog ists believe 
this 
scientific 
insig ht into 
the g rass­ 
hopper’s temperature will make it 
possible 
for farmers to 
spread 
poison bait where it will do the 
most g ood—In a shady nook during 
the heat of the day. and vice versa. 
Unless the g rasshopper g ets an 
overcoat, his temperature, the sci­ 
entists hope, will be his undoing .
